A fow fect forther along still
anather rattlor rose up before him, ore
was not sufficient room (o pass the snakes
withaut running the risk of being bitten,
and the frightoped muosician  backed up
against the ledge and eyed the advageing
reptiles,

t sadidenly ooonrred to him that in India
magiclans clinrm serpoots with  musle,
anid, pulling out his violin, he bogan dos-
perntaly to play. The music had the desired
oifect, 'The snekes gradaslly uncoiled
andd, strotehing themselves out in the path,
slowly slid towand the player. This move-
ment of the snakes was anything but
pleasant to Kelsler, who kopt sawing away
it his violin, trylng to dovise meanwhile »
schome for eseaping.  Closer nod  closer
came the snakes, and faster and faster
went the bow over the strings as Koisler's
nerves quiversd and shook.,

At last the snakos reached a point within
two feot of the teerified fddler, and, wind-
ing themsolvos up, they lifted their hends
closply togethor and fixed their shining
cyes an the mosiolan,  Keislor's norves
wore now utlerly uncontrollable.

SERVANTSIN SHAKESPEARE'S TIME,

How Dmnestles were Mannged In the
Days of Queon Ellzabuth,
From Chambers' Journal,

In the time of Shinkespeare domestic wer-
viee wis bnonostide of trausition.  The old
mystem was decaying, the new one spring-
foge into lide, and if one may be allowed 1o
Judge from easunl  referonces  scattersd
throughout the plays of the poet the neow
order does not appedr to hiave been alto-
gether satisfhctory, In “King Leat' '—to
ke one  example—Kenf  denounces
Ciwwernlel, the stewart, ns n “koave, & rascal
wnd pator of broken mieals: a base, proud
shallow, beagarly, three-suited, 100-pound,
worsted-stocking knave!"  From Shake-
wpeare's plays it farther appears that the
servants of the period were companions
and contidants of their master, aml that
they wore generally sly sad pilfering  and
players  of  practienl jokes. In  great
famihios it was costomuary for servants to
takio nn oath of fidelity on their entmance
into oilies, Josthumoes alludes to  the
usnge when hie says of Toogens s servants :

Hor attendanis are
All sworn wnd honorable,

The condition of servants at this period
wns thorefore peonliar, and it is clear that
they were ruled by n eurious mixtare of
slorn  ddseipline and  great Iaxity.
